BnfiHli Headquarters in France and 
BeKiuin. — The work done by the 
Brtttsh air service in the recent of- 
fensive has not been •urpaased in ef- 
iciency and spectacnhr features siFnee 
fhi' -A iir I fjan. Mi to unfavorable 
weather for aerial operations could 
lardly bare been selected. At dawn 
when the infantry advance began the 
i^te country was blanketed by thick 
tow-Iyiiit; clouds and by afternoon 
fain had begun to fall. Despite these 
Iramendoua disadvantages, huge 
aviadrons of British planes led the 
advance into the enemy territory and 
not Mill) maintained constant contact 
vilb thetr infantry, but, flying atsiich 
slowftltitode that they were often 
wilhiii a few feet of the £fround, they 
carried on a de:t uctive warfare with 
their guns. Many fights occurred be- 
tween the rival iik>t', but th«Teu> 
hms were compl^ely untclassed both 
til nunihers and skill and were forced 
to retue at most points after losing 
sixBMchinM. 

The majority of these air battles 
were at a height of 200 feet or less, 
tad in at least one instance the two 
epiwwng pilots battled to within 50 
lee* of the ground at which height the 
Bi^rmnu shd, tl^pad OtM to 
tli9 earth.

Tnafhll 
grown bird is from forty-flve to sev- 
enty inches long, weighs from four- 
teen to eiijhtren pounds, and has a 
wing expansion of eight to ten feet 

An enormous bill, much larger than 
the head, ia one of the bird's iieruli- 
ar characteristics. On top of the up- 
per mandible, about midway, grows 
an upright horn, two or three incbaa 
in length. To the lower mnnible la 
hung a large elastic skin pom h which 
s used as a landing net and carryidg 
receptacle— both vfty agwiuhil, ag 
we shall see. 

A breeding place ig on Hat Istamf , 
n Great Salt Lake, many miles from 
fresh water or hie of any sort, except 
these birds and their Idnd, for noth- 
ing can live in the watera of tha lake. 
The young birds are unable to fly. 
They remind us of a floi k of awk- 
ward young lambs wabl)lini,' about on 
uncertain legs. 

As no food grows on the island, the 
parent Mrda moat earry the supply.
